Sib, — I have the honor, in conformity with the requirements of the laws of 
this State, to submit herewith the Eleventh Annual Report rotating to the 
registration and return of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, in Michigan, for 
the year 1677. 

The Legislature of 18S3 gave to the Department of State the entire super- 
vision of the compilation and publication of the Registration Reports for the 
State of Michigan. For reasons which need not be stated here the publication 
of these Reports has been delayed for several years. A grout part of the com- 
pilation and much of the editorial work of some of these Reports was already 
accomplished before the commencement of my term of office. This especially 
applies to the Report for 1877. The credit, therefore, of its construction may 
justly be given to my predecessor in office. So far as relates to the Reports, 
the completion of which has been so long delayed, their publication will 

iw be consummated as rapidly as they can be issued from the ptess. 

Ad examination of Exhibit A, on page ix., shows that 11,000 marriages. 

1,395 births, and 12,919 deaths were returned for the year 18(7. The same 
Exhibit also shows an excess of 30,476 births over deaths during that year. 
According to the returns, therefore, this number represents the natural 
iucrease in population for the year. This is the greatest natural increase fnr 
six years in Michigan with the exception of the year 1876, 

As in preceding Reports, a large portion of the present volume is devoted to 
tbe consideration of that most important subject, (he relation of mortality to 
the inhabitants of Michigan, including the various and most prominent causes 
of deaths as shown by the returns. It is but the repetition of a statement that 
has become axiomatic to say, that intelligent action upon the part of a state 
or community, in order to lessen mortality, involves a careful study of its 
causes, and their removal. Diseases of the lungs are, perhaps, the greatest 
and most widely distributed of all modern causes of mortality ; yet, notwith- 
standing a considerable increase in population in this State, the number of 
deaths in Michigan in 1S77, from diseases of the lungs, was less than it had 
number of years.

The facts presented in the Registration Keports, carefully classified and 
arranged, are designed to facilitate the study of most serious problems con- 
nected with the social and material growth of our great commonwealth. It is 
to be hoped that all, directly or indirectly associated with the collection of 
statistics bearing upon this subject, will see the importance of the work and 
will aid in securing full and accurate returns. No labor in the accumulation 
of such information can be too carefully performed, and no law designed to 
regulate the methods for obtaining it can be too carefully constructed.

Exhibit A shows tho number of births, marriages, mid deaths, nnd the ex- 
ce98 of births over deaths for each of the years 1872-77, as returned, and tho 
birthB and deaths as corrected for omissions in the enumeration. The excess 
of births over deaths as returned was greatest in 137G, and least in 1872 ; after 
correction for emissions in enumeration the excess of births over deaths was 
greatest in 1874, and least in 1872.

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Table I. showB the number of marriages, births, deaths, and excess of 
births over deaths, for the year 1877, and for certain periods of time withiu 
the year. In 1877 there were 20,47'! more births than deaths, 22,386 more 
births than marriages, and 1,910 more deaths than marriages. The average 
natural daily increase of population — increase of births over deaths — in 1877, 
according to this table, was 56.10, using the births and deaths as returned as 
the basis of calculation ; bat if the births and deaths as corrected for omis- 
sions in the enumeration are used the natural daily increase of population was 
87.29. Every day, on an average, 61.33 more births than marriages occurred 
ii this State in 1877, as shown by Table I.

Exhibit 2 is made for tlio purpose of showing tho relation between the mar- 
riages aud conceptions, and between tho deaths and conceptions. The first 
two lines of figures show the number of births in 1877 by months ; tho third 
line shows the number of marriages in the months of conception of the births 
in 1877 (nine calendar mouths previous to months of birth) ; and the fourth 
and fifth lines show the number of deaths in the months of the conception of 
the births in 1877. Each plus and minus sign indicates, respectively, that the 
number immediately under it is greater or less, as the caso may be, than the 
monthly average for that line, as shown in the last column. In studying this 
subject, the following two propositions are made, viz. : 

(1.) More than the averago number of conceptions occurred in mouths 
when more than the average number of marriages were solemnized, and vice 
versa. 

(2.) Less than the average number of conceptions occurred in mouths when 

ore than the average number of deaths occurred, aud vice versa. 

To each of the above propositions there are five exceptions shown in Ex- 
ibit 2.

The compilation of births for 1877, made in the State Department, shows 
that 33,395 births were returned as having occurred in Michigan during the 
calendar year 1877. This is 840 less than the number returned for 1876. If 
the correction for omissions in the enumeration is made, as shown in Exhibit 
A, page 5, the number of births which probably occurred in this State in 
1877 will appear to be 50,203, including those in unknown month. 

The following tabular exhibit shows what per cent, of the actual birtha were 
probably returned, and the per cent, which has been added as a correction for 
the omissions which occurred on account of the time elapsing between the 
occurrence and the enumeration of the births.

The relation of i I legitimate children to all children born, and of the moth- 
ers of illegitimates to all mothers, for each of the years 1872-1877, may he 
studied in Exhibit 8, following. With tho exception of the year 1873 (which 
was a year for which an unusually large number of births weie returned), the 
number of illegitimate children returned for tho year 1877 was larger than for 
any other year, and the proportion which the illegitimate children were of all 
children bom was greater in 1877 than in any previous year. There were 3Ifi 
illegitimate children returned fur 1S77, which is .95 per cent, of all ehildre 
born; and .94 per cent, of all the mothers in 1877 bore illegitimate children, 
— nearly one in every one hundred mothers.

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Eleven thousand and nine (11,009) marriages were returned as having been 
solemnized in Michigan during the year 1877. This is the number in the gene- 
ral returns for 1877. and will probably ba increased by subsequent returns by 
about seven or eight hundred. The number returned for 1877 is larger than 
the number included in the first returns for anv previous year except 1874 
and 1875. 

The following tabular exhibit shows, by nativity, the average age of males 
and of females married in this State during each of the years 1874-1877. 
The average age of the native-born persons married was greater each year 
than of the foreign-born; and the excess of the average age of the males 
over that of the females, of all nativities, in each year, mas as follows : 1874, 
6.88 years; 1875, 5.01 years; 1876, 5.14 years; 1877, 5.19 years. The aver- 
age of the excess for the four years 1874-1877 was 5.56 years, so that it may 
be stated, judging from the returns of marriages, that the males married in 
this State will average about five and one-half years older than tho females. 

An examination of the exhibit shows that the excess of the age of the males 
over the age of the females was greater among the native-born than among 
the foreign-born, for each of the years 1875, 1876, and 1877.

Exhibit G contains valuable data upon the relative proportion of decedents 
at different periods of life and in different months of the year. The propor- 
tion of deaths of persons under 1 and under 5 years of age was the largest in 
August; of the decedents aged 5 to 10 years the proportion was largest in 
September ; of those aged 10 to 20 years the largest proportion was in Octo- 
ber ; of those aged 20 to 50 years the largest proportion was in May ; of tho60 
aged 50 years and over the largest proportion was in September. More than 
one-half (53.24 per cent.) of all the decedents in August, 1877, were under 5 
years of age.

69 per cent, 
of the deaths from all causes; this is a little larger than for 1875 or 1876, but 
smaller than for 1872, 1873, or 1874. The proportion of deaths from Class 
II.

The fifteen causes of death included in Table XVIII. are reported to have 
caused 7,21? deaths in this State in 1877, which is 55.86 per cent, of the 
deaths from all causes returned for the year. This per cent, is larger than 
for any previous year except 1870. Consumption stands at the head of the 
list of fifteen principal causes of death, as having caused more deaths in Mich- 
igan in 1877 than any other disease, 12.88 per cent, of all the deaths returned 
having been attributed to that cause.
